The failure oi' a number ol non- 


stop flights over the Pacific and At- 
lantic oceans has made even more 
significant the views oi many people 
wno, in the beginning, said 
they 


were foolhardy.

been demonstrated that there is no 
certainty, no matter how 
careful 


the prepA-atiou, that an airman will 
ever reach his destination, once he 
sets out i'or a flight over a large 
body of water. 


Lindbergh's success led aviators

"This is Sunday, arid it sure has 


been a wonderful day. Was up early 
had a, shave, a shower bath, a walk 
and -was feeling fine so decided . to 
take a walk around my town. Went 
in several places of 'business and 
saw several commercial sales being 
made,, went over to the postotfice, 
got my mail and was» talking to two 
prominent business men when the 
sheriff of our law-abiding county 
came along and I informed him that 
there were several pla/ees of com- 
merce doing business on the Sab- 
bath and he "politely" told me, "To 
Hell with yon". I wonder if he had 
been Saint Peter whether or not he 
would have said that. Folks, I 'be- 
lieve I should have a hearing after 
being classed as a 
bootlegger, 


thrown into jail without a warrant 
for fourteen hours and offering bond 
for myself and my good friend 
George Goodin from reputable citi- 
zens of our faitt commonwealth and 
being refused when my. greatest pun- 
'ishmenfc would ha\-c -been a $10 fine, 
and finally convicted by men of our 
jrood county. Here goes. 


I was born on a farm one mile 
d a half west of. Rnshville on the 


Shelbyville pike, -where my grandad 
and my father ran a dairy and poul- 
try farm and furnished the city of 
Rushville with milk. 
Many, of the 


old timers probably will recall my 
grandfather. When I was seven my 
folks moved to Anderson where I 
attended high school and then I went 
to the University, of Illinois and af- 
ter that I became a secretary with 
the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion and became very much interest 


in the social, physical, mental and 
religious welfare of the communities 
in which I lived. The work .which I 
had selected naturally threw me with 
all classes of people and to do my 
best -work I have always tried to see 
the viewpoint of all the folks with 
whom I had to deal; naturally I 
found out that folks are made up 
of good and bad deeds. I also found 
out that some folks who; were 
so 


extremely bad always had a little 
good in them somewhere and those 
folks who posed as extremely strong 
"Sunday 
Christians" 
somewhere 


along the line always had some "lit- 
tle" bad in them. I also found out 
that it was not my lot to judge—nor 
anyone etees—just who was 'bad and 
who was good for those that were 
classed 
as bad oftentimes 
were 


much better Christians 
at 
heart 


than those that 
were classed as 


good. Some folks I found out were 
always willing to light their candle 
of good deeds for the community to 
see while 'the fellow who was always 
ready in; the background to do good 
deeds without any personal 
credit 


was willing to do them for 
the 


thought of doing good and no more. 
I found out in my welfare work that 
the most dependence could be put in 
the fellow who did not want any 
credit for it but was willing to give 
of time and money whenever 
the 


need was apparant. 


"My work in Association work in- 


cluded work of all kinds. I was a 
physical director, employment of la- 
bor 
secretary, 
had 
educational 


classes for workmen, hygiene super- 
vision for the community,, secretary 
of Hie Chamber of Commerce, super- 
vised all the recreation of the com- 
munity and in this connection be- 
came interested in Motion Pictures 
as a means towards the end of edu- 
cating people as- well as giving then 
good 
wholesome 
entertainment. 


When the film companies of 
our 


hind decided that motion 
pictures 


were 'a force in our community life 
they decided that the motion picture 
jusiness should be placed on a plane 
that had only the highest kind of 
ideals. 'With this in mind they look- 
ed the entire country over and finally 
after much discussion selected 
as 


their leader Will Hays from Indiana 
who is a prominent church leader 
serving on a national board of dir- 
ectors of a church that is represent- 
ed in Rushville. When Hays became 
the Czar of Motion Pictures he in- 
sisted and was given the free hand 
in making Motion Pictures an Amer- 
ican Institution that would stand 
out as a factor of every day life. 
When we realize that the ordinary 
personage spends about eight hours 
in sleep, (once in awhile,) 
from 


eight to ten hours at work, (some 
folks work,) a few hours for other 
things he has left on his 
hands 


through the week a matter of two 
to six 'hours a day that are idle or 
else must be spent in recreation. 
On Sundays the average church at 
its most would only challenge five 
hours so we have six to wclve hours 
for something on Sunday. 
When 


this is all considered and studied 
out it is realized that a community 
is faced -with a challenge that must 
be answered. Who is going to answer 
that challenge in Rushville? 


"We are living folks in the year

mother called me from Anderson 
and told me she was coining down 
to Rushville 'with my little daughter 
Rebecca to have dinner with me.
